WASHINGTON (AP) - Next 


year's defense budget will in- 
clude about $1.3 billion to move 
toward a hoped-for all-volunteer 
armed forces by mid-1973, Pen- 
tagon sources say. 


^ While austerity will be applied 
in many areas of the military 
establishment, the Pentagon 
leadership is inclined to be lib- 
eral in supporting measures de- 
signed to lure young men to mil- 
itary life. 


About $500 million in the new 


budget would finance a 20 per 
cent salary increase for the low- 
est ranked enlisted men. Anoth- 
er $800 million would be spent 
on a variety of plans ranging 
from revitalizing recruiting to 
providing special pay for serv- 
ice in the combat arms, sources 
said. 


The money requested will be 


bound up in the budget Presi- 
dent Nixon will send to the new 
Congress early in 1971. 


Army Job 


The Army faces the most de- 


manding job in planning for the 
switch to an all-volunteer force 
because it is largely draft 
based. The Air Force, Navy and 
Marines draw their strength 
from volunteer enlistees. 


An mkling of the problem fac- 


ing -he Pentagon can be found 
in recent statistics showing re- 
enlistment and ROTC enroll- 
ment have fallen to their lowest 
levels in decades. 


Army planners hope to be 


able to spend as much as $125 
million next year in trying out a 
new approach to persuading 
young men to enlist specifically 
in the infantry, artillery and ar- 
mor branches. 


Experience has shown, offi- 


cers said, that only about 4 per 
cent cf the young men who en- 
Dst ask to be assigned to the 
combat arms. 


Special Allotment 


The Army is considering of- 


fering a $150 a month special al- 
lotment to men who enlist hi the 
infantry and successfully pass 
through training. Volunteer ar- 
tillery men and tankers would 
draw $100 a month in special 
pay. 


Army authorities intend also 


to put on an intensive expansion 
of their recruiting effort, includ- 
ing outlays of perhaps $20 mil- 
Bon a year to buy prime TV and 
radio time recruiting commer- 
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cials. Right now, the services 
get public service recruiting 
spots, but most of these are 
shown in odd hours. 


Army officials also are plan- 


ning to increase the size of their 
recruiting force and to train re- 
cruiting sergeants to go out into 
the nigh schools and before citi- 
zens groups to stimulate youth 
interest in regular 
military 


service.

Laird Tightens Control 
Intelligence to Reorganize 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A ma- 


jor reorganization of military 
intelligence has been ordered by 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird following charges the 
Army carried out a vast spy op- 
eration against civilians. 


In a move to tighten civilian 


control over the military, Laird 
directed that command of the 
Defense 
Intelligence 
Agency 


(DIA) be removed from the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, the Penta- 
gon's ranking military 
body, 


and placed directly under his 
authority. 


"I want to be certain that De- 


partment 
of Defense 
intelli- 


gence and counter-intelligence 
activities are completely con- 
s i s t e n t with constitutional 
i rights, all other legal provisions 


and national security needs," he 
said. "These activities must be 
conducted in a manner which 
recognizes and preserves indivi- 
dual human rights." 


Laird's orders, to "take effect 


at the earliest date practical" 
but not later than Feb. 1st, were 
spelled out in a memorandum to 
the Joint Chiefs, the civilian 
secretaries of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force and the directors 
of the various defense agencies. 


Abuses Charged 


Although the defense chief did 


not refer directly to disclosures 
last week that Army intelli- 
gence agents had spied on hun- 
dreds of civilians, he indicated 
this was one of the determining 
factors for his action and made 
reference to "abuses."

Twenty-four persons were killed 
Wednesday night when two ves- 
sels operated by an American 
oil service company collided in 
the Java Sea 30 miles east of 
Jakarta and one sank.

Indonesia's state-owned oil cor- 
poration, said all of the dead 
were from the Northern Dancer, 
a 90-ton passenger ship bringing 
42 oil workers to Jakarta for the 
Christinas holidays from the oil 
drilling ship Thorton, anchored 
80 miles off the Java coast. 


The Northern Dancer, an air- 


conditioned passenger boat that

Bethlehem Innkeeper's Account of the Holy Evening 
Is There Room for the New-Born Christ at Your Inn? 


This is the story of the birth 


of Jesus Christ as it might 
have been told by the inn- 
keeper of Bethlehem, as re- 
constructed by one of Apple- 
ton's clergymen.) 


I am Benjamin of Bethle- 


hem. You do not know me by 
name, but you know well the 
role fate caused me to play in 
the birth of Jesus Christ in a 
cave-stable in Bethlehem. 


I am very much a part of 


your Christmas story, but to 
say that I am not the most 
popular character is to put it 
most mildly. I am Hie man — 
hardhearted man, some of 
you would say — who turned 


Joseph and his very pregnant 
Mary away from my inn. 


I am grateful for the oppor- 


tunity to tell you my story. I 
hope that after you hear it 
you will think a bit more 
sympathetically of the action 
I had to take. 


It's easy, of course, for you 


prosperous, have - everything 
Americans to feel impatient 
toward me. Please withhold 
your judgment for a moment 
and listen. Try to imagine 
yourself in my situation. 


I was the Bethlehem inn- 


keeper. Not one of the inn- 
keepers, but the only one. And 
was I doing some business! 


You see, we were under the 


rule of imperial Rome. Far 
away Caesar Augustus had 
decided to take a census of 
his whole, farflung empire. He 
decreed that "all the world" 
should be involved in this 
census. That "all the world" 
phrase reminds us that his 
was a tremendous area of 
control, including Palestine. 


Well, how do you go about 


getting an accurate count 
when p e o p l e are moving 
around, a sizable portion of 
them nomads, and with.the 
cumbersome counting taking 
months, perhaps years? 


One way was to require that 


each family had to return to 
the place from 
which its 


ancestors had come. That, as 
I soon realized, had some far- 
reaching implications for a 
town like Bethlehem, and for 
any businessman in such a 
town, especially an innkeeper. 
Bethlehem was only a little 
town, but it had existed for 
centuries, and many people 
had come from it, including 
some very famous ones, like 
the royal family of David. 


If all the descendants of 


these Bethlehem natives of 
bygone years would return to 
Bethlehem — even if their 
return would be spread out 
over many months — that 


would mean some business for 
the owner of the only inn in 
town. That "No Vacancy" 
sign could stay up indefinitely. 


Certainly you 20th Century 


Americans, with your yen to 
travel, and your acquaintance 
with hotels and motels and 
reservations and "Sorry, all 
filled up" smiles can under- 
stand my circumstance. 


If I had known — like you 


do now — what child this 
would be, to which Mary 
would give birth 


But there I was, up to my

But it 
was no fun, even from a 
purely business-like viewpoint, 
to turn people away. Especial- 
ly people who had come from 
farther away.

Man's brain, the human 
computer, faces a problem. 
Like man-made computers, the 
brain can process data with 
such lightning speed that men 
are hard-pressed to devise 
ways of feeding it information 
fast enough. 


In fact, the human brain has 


been called the world's finest, 
most expensive computer. By 


comparison, the largest 
electronic computer in use 
today looks like a child's 
plaything. 


But in an era of "information 


explosion," how do you 
"program" information to the 
human brain? Spoken language 
is far too slow. The average 
person speaks about 150 words 
per minute. The mind can think 
far faster than that. 


In fact, man has yet to 


devise a means of feeding 
information to his brain that 


is more efficient than the 
written word. Fast readers can 
read up to 1,500 words a 
minute—ten times the average 
rate for the spoken word. 
Scanning can accelerate this 
rate still more. 


Perhaps some day men will 


devise some electronic system 
to program their own brains 
more rapidly. Until they do, no 
method is as efficient as the 
written word. 


The alphabet, movable type

But as tools for furthering 
human knowledge they are as 
modern as the most modern 
computer. 


Perhaps this is the reason

The Fox Cities' population 


grew under 20 per cent during 
the 1960s, final U. S. Census 
Bureau figures revealed today. 


The overall increase is about 


2 per cent greater than the 18 
per cent gain of its largest 
municipality, Appleton, but be- 
low the increases of Combined 
Locks, Neenah and the Town of 
Greenville. 


The figures, released through 


the St. Paul office of the Census 
Bureau, showed that the towns, 
villages and cities gained about 
23,000 persons, bringing 
the 


population for the 14 municipal- 
ities to 150,282. 


This compares with 122,352 
for 1960. 


Fox Cities communities and 


their 1970 and 1960 populations 
were: 


Appleton, 57,143 and 48,411; 


City of Neenah, 22,892 and 


18,057; City of Menasha, 14,905 
and 14,647; Kaukauna, 11,292 
and 10,096; Kimberly, 6.131 and 
5,322; Little Chute, 5,365 and 
5,099; Combined Locks, 2,734 
and 1,421; Town of Menasha, 
7,&34 and 5,480; Town of Nee- 
nah, 3,719 and 2,273; Town of 
Harrison 3,235 (preliminary fi- 
gure) and 2,873; Town of 
Greenville, 
2,675 and 
1,538; 


Town of Vandenbroek 1,921 and 
1,024; Town of Grand Chute, 
5,264 and 5,035, and Town of 
Buchanan, 1,946 and 1,880. 


The "Census Bureau's final 


statistics showed that Appleton 
and Oshkosh were the 
fifth 


fastest growing major cities of 
Wisconsin. 


Statistics recently 
released 


show that the two cities which 
will be the central cities of the 
Fox Cities-Oshkosh -Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical 
Area 


each experienced population in- 


creases of 18 per cent during 
the past decade. 


Oshkosh's population 
went 


from 45,110 to 53,221. Appleton 
and Oshkosh were far behind the 
state's fastest 
growing city, 


Green Bay, with its 39.6 per cent 
hike; however, this came in part 
because of an annexation. 


Meanwhile, final figures show 


that Outagamie was the state's 
16th fastest growing county with 
a 17.3 per cent increase from 
101,794 to 119,356. It was the 
fourth fastest grower of the Fox 
Valley's six 
counties, with 


Brown and Calumet the top two. 


Only Five Higher 


Brown's population rose 26.5 


per cent from 125,082 to 158,244 
and Calumet's 24 per cent from 
22.268 to 27,604. Only five Wis- 
consin counties had greater 
percentage population increases 
the past 10 years. 


Looking at other valley coun- 


ties, the final figures indicated 
that Winnebago was the third 
fastest growing county with a 
20.4 per cent gain from 107,928 
to 129,931. 


Foad du Lac County's popula- 


tion increased 12.6 per cent 
from 75,085 to 84,567 and Wau- 
paca County's 6.9 per cent from 
35,340 to 37,780. 


The population increase has 


made A p p l e t o n the state's 
eighth largest city and Oshkosh 
the ninth. More significantly, 
however, their increases pushed 
each over the 50.000 mark which 
qualified their region for recog- 
nition by the federal govern- 
ment as an official metropolitan 
area. 


There are statistical and eco- 


nomic advantages to being an 
official metropolitan area. 


Total population increases for 


the six valley counties was over 
90,000 persons, or about 20 per 


cent, during the last decade. 
This makes it one of the fastest 
growing regions in the state 
although individual counties in 
other parts of Wisconsin re- 
corded increases in the 30 
percentile and as high as Wau- 
kesha's 46.1. 


The increase in the valley 


pushed its total population to 
over Ihe half-million mark. 


The figures generally showed 


that rural areas suffered a 
decrease or small gain and-the 
urban areas more significant 
gains. A noteworthy exception 
was the City of Milwaukee, 
which lost 3.3 per cent of its 
population. 


The Census Bureau indicated

1971 Wisconsin legislature meets 
next month, its agenda will in- 
clude this added headache: what 
to do about snowmobiles? 


The state's growing snowmo- 


bile problem is likened to de- 
velopments when the boating 
boom hit Wisconsin in the 1960s. 


It took time to pass an ade- 


quate licensing law, a means of 
identifying boats, safety regula- 
tions, responsibility for enforc- 
ing the law, and authorization 
for counties to impose their own 
water-use ordinances. 


Similar 
problems 
existed 


when the auto became of age. 


"Enforcement 
of the new 


snowmobile licensing law passed 
in the last legislature is a seri- 
ous problem," says Harold Het- 
trick, enforcement chief for the 
Department 
of Natural Re- 


sources. 


Many Complaints 


Hettrick said complaints con- 


tinue to pour in about snow- 
mobile operators who trespass, 
illegally use roods, chase wild- 
life, damage the environment, 
and rev and race to create 
noise nuisances. 


The 
department 
estimates 


there are 100,000 snowmobiles 
in Wisconsin, each worth about 
$1,000 and many of them a lot 
more. 


Up to Dec. 14, the number 


licensed exceeded 77,000. Appli- 
cations come in at a rate of 
about 1,000 a day. 


University of Wisconsin agri- 


cultural engineering specialists 
are concerned that snowmo- 
biling carries with it a new 
threat to the well-being of plant 
and animal life in the outdoors. 


"Since days primeval, snow 


has limited man's travel in win- 
ter except for cleared roads 
and paths," they explain. "This 
provided wild animals and birds 
with a period free from harrass- 
ment when they could conserve 
their energy during a time of 
food scarcity." 


"High 
speed snowmobiles 


traveling everywhere and dis- 
turbing 
wildlife 
sanctuaries 


calls for attention to ethics in 
the use of the natural environ- 
ment," they add. 


Damage to frozen shrubbery, 


brush and young trees, they 


add, destroys food supply and 
cover for wildlife as well as 
future forests. 


At the direction of legislators, 


the departments of natural re- 
sources and transportation have 
been told to get together and 
come up with proposals for 
regulating legislation. 


"We saw the snowmobile 


problem coming and decided to 
work fast so something can be 
done when we meet in Janu- 
ary," said Sen. Clifford Krue- 
ger, Merrill Republican. 


He heads the Natural Re- 


sources Committee in the Sen- 
ate. A similar Assembly com- 
mittee is also at work. 


"We know it's a serious prob- 


lem, and that's why we want to 
try to get something done be- 
fore we get bogged down in 
other issues," Krueger said. 


Fall Authority 


Enforcement of present snow- 


mobile regulations — involving 
highway use, trespassing, en- 
vironmental damage — appears 
to be a big void. 


State officials say the law 


gives local authorities full au- 


thority to enforce regulations. 
Some sheriffs won't buy it, 
however. 


One sheriff in a northern 


county was quoted as saying: 
"The state licenses snowmo- 
biles, so let it enforce the laws." 


This will be one of the big 


kinks legislators will have to 
iron out, and that's why it is 
involving the two major depart- 
ments to come up with some 
help. 


After getting the proposals,

Opening lead: Eight of hearts. 
At both tables South became 


declarer at four spades, bid- 
ding hearts at his first oppor- 
tunity. When the hand was 
played by Harlow Lewis, the 
bidding was as shown. North's 
three-spade bid was a limit 
raise, showing 10-12 support 
points and at least four-card 
trump support. 


When played the first time, 


South was unsuccessful at his 
four spade contract. After 
West's lead of the heart eight, 
East won and led two more 
high hearts. 


South ruffed low, hoping 


that East had the only out- 
standing trump. West over- 
muffed with the spade king, 
exited with a diamond, and 
waited for his setting trick in 


clubs. South was unfortunate 
that West had both the spade 
king and the club queen. 
However, he did not find the 
best line of play. 


When the hand was replay- 


ed, Lewis made his contract 
via an unusual line of play. 
After the heart lead and 
East's play of three high 
hearts, Lewis trumped with 
his ace of spades! Next, 
Lewis played a diamond to 
dummy's ace and ruffed a 
diamond in his hand. 


This sequence of plays ex- 


hausted b o t h Lewis and 
dummy of all red cards. 
Lewis next played a trump to 
West's king. West was forced 
to lead away from his queen 
of clubs or to conceded a ruff 
and discard. 


What if it were East who 


had the singleton king of 
spades? Could Lewis have lost 
his opportunity to make his 
contract by ruffing the third 
heart with a low trump? Yes, 
that was a posibility. 


However, Lewis played with 


the probabilities and was just- 
ly rewarded. He reasoned that 
even if East did have the king 
of spades, when he gained the 
lead with that card, he would 
also be forced to either lead 
clubs or to yield a ruff and 
discard. 


Unless West held both club 


honors, Lewis was assured of 
success if East were forced to 
lead the suit (capture West's 
honor with the king and then 
finesse against East if neces- 
sary). 


Harlow Lewis found one of 


the rare exceptions wherein 
s u c c e s s depends upon 
deliberate establishment of an 
opponent's trump king by 
ruffing w i t h the ace of 
trumps. His analysis and ex- 
ecution were excellent. 


Parents Should Have Last 
Word on Coded Movies 


Whether the movie is rated 


G, GP, R or X, parents still 
must make some decisions 
about w h a t movies their 
children see, says Jane Buch- 
holtz, family living specialist 
at the University of Wisconsin. 


The movie codes of the 


Motion Picture Association of 
America serve as an indica- 
tion of what MPAA thinks is 
suitable for minors. It isn't a 
guide to quality Some G 
movies are poorly done \vhile 
some R films are good exam- 
ples of literary and artistic 
skill 


The ratings reflect the sex- 


violence formula. However, 
the ratings seem to screen out 
the sex for X ratings and 
allow the violence to pass 
through with a G or an M 
rating 


Violence More Disruptive 
Studies have indicated that 


violence is far more threaten- 
ing to a child than sex. It is 
felt that constant exposure to 
violence leads to an accept-

ance of 
violence and a 


lessening of one's ability to 
sympathize with suffering. As 
a child sees and hears man's 
inhumanity to man, a loss of 
trust may result. 


For these reasons, a young 


child needs to be protected 
from being overwhelmed by 
his feelings. One way you can 
help the child is by being 
selective about the movies he 
sees. 


For an adolescent it's often 


better that he see films on his 
own level and gain an under- 
standing of his culture. Par- 
ents responsibility to the older 
child is to discuss films with 
him. 


Free Expression 


In this way you help the 


child interpret what he sees 
and hears. Children have a 
right to know what you think 
Films offer a good opportuni- 
ty for free expression of your 
attitudes. 


However, jus* because you 


express a view, doesn't mean 
your child will agree with you. 
The purpose of education is to 
develop a thinking rational 
adult who can make up his 
own m 1 IT d . His opinions, 
though different, need to be 
valued. 


A child's knowledge of sex 


and violence is growing with 
his emotional and intellectual 
knowledge. Parents have a 
right to expect some safe- 
guards from the movie indus- 
try in helping them evaluate 
the content of films so they 
can provide guidance for their 
children.

It is hoped that the rating 


system can be refined so 
youth doesn't have to be 
subjected to a depersonaliza- 
tion of sex and the brutal 
violent aspects of society un- 
necessarily.

would be helpful to parents, 
says Mrs. Buchholtz.

I am grateful for the oppor- 


tunity to tell you my story. I 
hope that after you hear it 
you will think a bit more 
sympathetically of the action 
I had to take. 


It's easy, of course, for you 


prosperous, have - everything 
Americans to feel impatient 
toward me. Please withhold 
your judgment for a moment 
and listen. Try to imagine 
yourself in my situation. 


I was the Bethlehem inn- 


keeper. Not one of the inn- 
keepers, but the only one. And 
was I doing some business! 


You see, we were under the 


rule of imperial Rome. Far 
away Caesar Augustus had 
decided to take a census of 
his whole, farflung empire. He 
decreed that "all the world" 
j-hould be involved in this 
census. That "all the world" 
phrase reminds us that his 
was a tremendous area of 
control, including Palestine. 


Well, how do you go about 


getting an accurate count 
when p e o p l e are moving 
around, a sizable portion of 
them nomads, and with the 
cumbersome counting taking 
months, perhaps years? 


One way was to require that 


each family had to return to 
the place from 
which 
its 


ancestors had come. That, as 
I soon realized, had some far- 
reaching implications for a 
town like Bethlehem, and for 
any businessman in such a 
town, especially an innkeeper. 
Bethlehem was only a little 
town, but it had existed for 
centuries, and many people 
had come from it, including 
some very famous ones, like 
the royal family of David. 


If all the descendants of 


these Bethlehem natives of 
bygone years would return to 
Relhlehem — even if their 
return would be spread out 
over many months — that 


would mean some business for 
the owner of the only inn in 
town.

A/ew London Again Looks at Snowmobiling 


NEW LONDON - Snowmo- 


biles, snowmobilers, and the 
operation of the machines m 
the city were again the topic 
of discussion ai an adjourned 
meeting of the City Council 
Tuesday night. 


Walter Frederics, chairman 


of the judicial and legislative 
committee, reported on pro- 
gress toward an ordinance 
regulating the use of the 
machines in New London. 


He presented the commit* 


tee's p r e l i m i n a r y ideas 
which included a ban on 
snowmobiling from 10 p.m. to 
7 a.m. within the city limits. 
Also included are no snowmo- 
biles on the streets or in the 
parks. 


Snowmobiles would be al- 


lowed to run on the Montgom- 
ery Street dump site, and the 
football field at the corner of 


Washington and Oshkosh 
streets. 


They could not run on 


private property without the 
permission of the owners, or 
on school property without the 
permission of the board of 
education. 


Along with these regulations 


the committee proposed the 
adoption of the state snowmo- 
biling laws. 


Penalties Set 


Penalties were set at $10 to 


120 for the first offense, and 
$20 to |30 for the second one. 


Herman Gagnow, a local 


snowmobiler, asked the coun- 
cil why snowmobiles couldn't 
run in Hatten Park. He told 
the aldermen that if the 
machines were causing dam- 
age the owners should be held 
responsible for it. 


Bob Vanderveer, another 


snowmobiler, presented the 
council with two petitions. The 
first pertained to the moving 
of the skating rink from 
Hatten Park to the football 
field at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Oshkosh streets. 


He pointed out that snow* 


mobiles and skaters don't 
mix, and added that the rink 
in the park offered a hazard 
for youngsters who had to 
walk down the road to get to 
the rink. 


The other petition he pre- 


sented was to open Hatten 
Park for snowmobiling, seven 
days a week. The hours for 
use would be restricted to 
before 10 p.m., on Sunday 
through Thursday. 


License Fees 


Included in the petition was 


a request that the city in- 
vestigate the return of license 


fees to the municipality for 
the use of establishing snow- 
mobile areas and trails. 


The petition also requested 


that snowmobile routes be 
marked in the city, to allow 
the snowmobiler a means of 
getting to and from the park 
or to trails leading out of the 
city. 


Fredericks told the council 


that the chief of police had 
recommended that the park 
not be used for snowmobiling, 
since the officers couldn't 
enforce the laws there. Fred- 
ericks also stated that there 
had been reports of damage 
done by the machines but was 
unable to list specific com- 
plaints. 


Harry Tech, president of the 


Mo-Si-Tow Valley Snowmobile 
Club, told the council that he 
felt the snowmobiles should be 


restricted from the football 
field, which, he pointed out, is 
in a major residential area. 


Alderman Isabel Schoenrock 


complained that the machines 
were driven all over the park. 
She noted that there are 
trails, but the drivers didn't 
stay on them. "Children who 
don't have snowmobiles need 
some protection" she stated. 


Signs Obeyed 


It was pointed out, that 


once signs restricting the area 
around the Hatten Park rink 
were put up, the snowmobil- 
ers had respected them. 


Mayor S. W. Krostue said 


he favors keeping Hatten 
Park open for snowmobiling 
and that the city has to have 
a place for the machines to 
run.

The lights glow, the trees have 
been decorated, the presents are hidden 
away or piled under the Christmas frpe, 
many of the parties have bpen had. the 
Tom and Jerry batter mixed, the cards 
sent, the stockings hung. 


And, in the word? of a song — What's 


it all about, Alfip? 


Philosophers and prophets have 


pointed out that not only in Christianity 
but in other world religions, failures to 
reach goals are not those of beliefs but of 
people. Despite the wars still going on, 
despite the obvious bigotry and hatred 


among what we hope are a minority of 
people, it seems that in this year of 1970 
we are just a little bit closer to knowing 
that Peace on Earth can be more than a 
dream. 


There is no reason to cast out the 


traditions of various peoples and 
nations. They are colorful and express 
the emotional impact of the religious 
?ea~on — both Chri?tian and Jewish and 
Buddhist, Mamie and Shinto — of dif- 
ferent peoples brought up under dif- 
ferent situations. 


But the basic belief and hope is there 


in them all. Peace. Love, Hope. And in 
the latter category we must notice that 
the world is moving in that direction 
despite the conflicts ahead. 


If the baby born in a stable is only a 


symbol of love and joy or something 
much more, the Christmas season 
cannot be ignored. We do draw closer 
together, families are reunited, there is 
the wonder in the eyes of children and 
hope in the hearts of their elders that the 
promises will some day come to pass. 


Are Nuclear Tests Nteessmy? 


The latest underground test of a 


nuclear device in Nevada conducted by 
the Atomic Energy Commission was 
faulty. Radioactive dust went spewing 
more than 8.000 feet into the air from the 
shaft and spread over 1,000 square miles 
of desert. 


AEC officials believe that the 


pressure from the blast caused the 
mishap, something it -would appear 
should have been considered in advance. 
No one lives in that particular part of the 
desert and probably few creatures will 
after this occasion. But presumably 
there are some desert birds and rabbits. 
If they stray into other territory or are 
killed and eaten by other animals, in- 
cluding man, what will be the result? 


We must wonder whether 
these 


continued underground tests are really 
necessary. The United Slates has the 
nuclear power to destroy every living 
thing on earth. There is the argument 
that we must keep ahead of the Russians 


The Riots in Poland 


The hard line taken by Polish 


authorities toward riots and other 
protests of higher prices in that country 
cannot be exactly construed as 
representing deep concern over the 
demonstrations in Warsaw. But the 
Polish leaders are afraid that if they 
don't use maximum force to put down 
the dissent someone else will do it for 
them — the Russians. 


Since the United States is currently in 


a time of both rising costs of living, 
growing unemployment and something 
of a recession, we cannot point with 
absolute pride to the capitalistic system 
and with alarm to that of the Com- 
munists. But it has been obvious since 
the end of World War II that the form of 
socialism tested in the Soviet Union and 
its captive Eastern European nations 
has not meant a great deal of affluence. 
Even more than that, perhaps, it has not 
meant the great worker's pride in his 
work, the sense of accomplishment and 
achievement, the hope for better things 
in the future. There have been worker 
protests in other parts of Communist 
countries, most particularly in East 
Germany some years ago, that had to be 
put down with tanks in the streets as the 
Polish grumbles are now being silenced. 


Perhaps of even greater importance 


because their defensive weapons might 
be able to head off our offensive ones and 
their offensive ones might be able to 
destroy our defensive ones. But massive 
nuclear power, even for peaceful 
reasons, sometimes cannot be justified. 
Experts studying the possibilities of 
building a new Panama Canal have 
already determined that nuclear ex- 
plosives should not be used. 


Such tests somehow seem to go on 


without any high level decisions. This 
has obviously been the case in the 
development of vast stores of lethal 
chemical and biological warfare agents 
which we are now trying to get rid of 
without contaminating the world. 


This was the 17th 
time 
that 


radioactive dust has somehow leaked 
out during underground tests, although 
only once before was the level as high or 
as dangerous. Someone in high levels of 
government ought to review the need for 
the tests. 


for the future has been the move toward 
more extensive trade relations with 
Western nations by Eastern European 
countries and the~Soviet Union as well. 
One reason the Wall went up in Berlin 
was because of the obviously different 
standards of living between East and 
West Berlin which became an em- 
barrassment to the Communists. Things 
are better now. But Romania continues 
to refuse to join completely in Soviet 
economic plans, to a large part based 
upon the old British mercantilism of the 
18th Century. Yugoslavia long ago 
looked westward for trade and even 
economic aid. Poland has established 
expanded trade relations with West 
Germany and the agreement in Bonn 
about the Oder-Neisse border will 
probably increase the possibilities of 
bettering such relations. 


But the Kremlin dare not concede 


that its economic policies are not 
completely 
right. Riots against in- 


tolerable or merely 
unfavorable 


financial 
situations 
have caused 


revolutions in many countries and if 
Gomulka didn't move, the Soviet Union 
would have. It cannot tolerate the ob- 
vious implied criticism of its policies 
and, whatever the control from Moscow, 
there is no love lost between Russians 
and Poles.

Politicians Preoccupied 
Even the politicians for 


whom one also writes are 
otherwise preoccupied on 
December 25: Having one 
eggnog too many, making a 
very public appearance at 
their home town church or 
flying to Peoria for Christmas 
with their grandchildren. And 
with the politicians away from 


their desks, columnists and 
reporters are oblivious, too. At 
Christmas, more than at any 
other time during the year, the 
American body politic simply 
isn't. 


Wherein lies the mini-moral

America is fundamentally 


not a body politic, and the 
Christmas season is a good
